REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School Board and Citizens of Thornton School District: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my second annual report of Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The district operates four schools. The only 
change in the teaching staff is the appointment of 
Elizabeth J. Hounsell, teacher at the Center School. 
Double windows have been installed on the north side 
of this school. The Board has voted to purchase a new 
stove. Both of these improvements add comfort to the 
children and tend toward better motivation of school 
work. 


Material has been purchased for a new toilet at 
No. 6 schoo] and it will be constructed in the spring. 
The present toilet is antiquated and not up to standard. 
Further improvements could be made but it seems in- 
expedient to expend much more money on this school 
owing to its small enrollment and possible closing in a 
few years. General repairs at the Mad River school 
have made the school comfortable and adapted for good 
work. Electric lights financed by the children, teacher 
and community at West Thornton have been put in at 
this school. The district will be entitled to more state 
aid for lighting on account of electric current. The 
school buildings are in general good repair and the 
policy of the Board in keeping its schools in such re- 
pair is commendable. In another year it will be well 
to paint the West Thornton and Center Schools. 


The work of the schools is progressing well. The 
children are busily engaged in worthwhile work. The 
Indian project at the West Thornton school has re- 
ceived very favorable comment and considerable favor- 
able publicity throughout the state. A colonial ex- 
hibit and Christmas exercises at No. 6 school were 
unique and worthy of mention. A night session was 
held in the West Thornton school last spring to enable 
parents, who could not conveniently come during the 
day, to see the children at work. 
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The district faces a problem in regard to the West 
Thornton school house. The proposed location of the 
new road will come very near the front of the school 
house. Owing to the proximity of the river it cannot 
be moved back to make more playground in front. In 
its present location a wire mesh fence must be erected 
for safety. It might be moved north and back where the 
river bends. Even then a fence is desirable. In gen- 
eral it is not well to have school houses very near rivers 
even though well fenced. There may be better loca- 
tions in the district. The voters should think the mat- 
ter over carefully before district meeting and come 
prepared to discuss the situation with full realization 
of far reaching importance of the location of the school 
to children at present and in the days to come. 


It is my recommendation throughout this super- 
visory union that the honor roll for perfect attendance 
be discontinued after the present year. Originally in- 
tended to increase attendance I am firmly convinced 
_ that, at the expense of health, it defeats its own ends. 
Children with hard colds, sore throats, etc., often fore- 
runners of contagious diseases, expose the entire school 
to illness in their zeal to maintain perfect attendance. 
The state board of health says that when contagious 
diseases are prevalent such children should stay at 
home. These children often times should not be sent 
out in stormy weather, and there are probably times 
when small children, tired or nervous, may well be kept 
at home a day or two. The whole matter of school at- 
tendance is one of common sense. When children are 
well and able they must attend, and when they are sick 
and ailing they should stay at home. The children on 
honor rolls would probably attend regularly anyway. 
and those of poor attendance are not motivated to at- 
tend any more regularly. 


In closing I wish to thank the school board, Treas- 
urer and selectmen for cooperation in balancing the 
accounts of the district. It is a pleasure to work in 
the harmony of the various departments of the town 
and a credit to the town that such harmony exists.
